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AMBIGUOUS APPELLATION 


W hen the terminology designating a profession becomes am- 
biguous, it is time to discard it and replace it by one more clearly 
describing its function. 

To be specific, consider the words DECORATOR or INTERIOR 
DECORATOR. Both of these terms mean the same thing to us. 
However, they mean something else to the painter and paper 
hanger. The painter and paper hanger have both a legitimate and 
legal right to call themselves DECORATORS OR INTERIOR 
DECORATORS. In fact these terms more clearly describe their 
function than yours. 

You don’t decorate or interior decorate, but they do. They 
cover surfaces, walls, floors, and ceilings, with either paint or 
paper and that is the extent of their function. In your class of 
work they are entirely under your supervision; you select the 
paint and its color, as well as the wall paper. They perform 
only the labor of executing your specifications. 

By adhering to the terms DECORATOR and INTERIOR DEC- 
ORATOR, you permit your function of creating and designing to 
be confused with their unimaginative labor of applying paint and 
paper. The lack of a clear understanding of this term by a large 
percentage of the American public mitigates against a true ap- 
preciation of your real function as a designer of fine interiors. 

It is unfortunate that a profession so important to our cultural 
life as Interior Design should be characterized continuously by 
such an ambiguous term as DECORATOR or INTERIOR DECO- 
RATOR. When you use the words surgeon, lawyer, or architect, 
all highly professional terms, there is no doubt as to their mean- 
ing. Likewise, the term describing your profession should be 
equally clear and void of ambiguity; only then will the public 
which you serve understand clearly your function. 

We believe that it is the prerogative of this magazine, serving 
the entire profession as it does, to take issue with this termi- 
nology. Therefore we suggest that INTERIOR DESIGNER re- 
place Decorator or Interior Decorator as the appellation desig- 
nating your profession. 

If this suggestion is acted upon by the entire profession, it 
will naturally aid in a truer appreciation of the creative ser- 
vices that you have to offer to the American public. We would 
greatly appreciate an expression of your thoughts on this subject.

The drawing-room, really more spacious 
than is indicated by the photograph, contains 
many elements of interest all carefully blend- 
ed together.

But just say- 
ing silk is not really illuminating, for there 
are soft yarns and hard twisted yarns, there 
is pure silk and there is raw silk, perhaps 
all used together in the same fringe. Then 
there are the synthetic yarns, particularly 
used for the bouclé effects and in combination 
with cotton or linen. Cotton is almost as 
popular as silk, for cotton makes such lovely 
fat ball fringes, old style or new. It also 
makes interesting cut tassel fringes, loop 
fringes and twisted fringes, not forgetting the 
long and gracefully knotted fringes for bed- 
spreads. There are a few linen fringes, and 
there are many of wool—especially those rich 
imported ones designed for use with needle- 
point or real wool tapestry. Last, but by no 
means least, are all the unusual things—glass 
balls, round or cut, wooden balls au naturel 
or gaily painted, cork balls and chromium 
metal balls, the perfect complement to a 
metallic cloth drapery.

There are narrow cotton 
braids especially designed for bedspreads, 
and there are rayon ones with looped fringes 
on each side, which are excellent seam 
hiders. Flat woven satin braid with cut 
fringe of contrasting color on each side comes 
wide enough to trim a sofa, or narrow enough 
for a bedroom drapery. A handsome wide 
braid with a fluffy fringe on each side com- 
pletes the lower edge of a sofa, and also acts 
as the boxing for the cushions. 

In the category of braids there are sone 
open-work trimmings which are really made 
of fine cords braided together in intricate 
fashion. They are a bit lighter in feeling 
as well as in weight than some of the solidly 
woven braids. Single cords of several con- 
trasting colors cleverly interwoven make a 
novel edging for draperies, while several cords 
together form a heavier double-edged braid. 

And that brings us to the point of coopera- 
tion to which all the manufacturers are point- 


ing with pride. Not only have they splendid

Parallel with the present age of machinery 
and speed, there is fast developing an in- 
ternational art akin to the tempo of the times. 
A respect for new ideas is growing, and with 
it respect for contemporary designers. But we 
are still so confused by the very swiftness of 
the development that we have not yet been 
able to forgive nor forget altogether the re- 
ent hideousness of modernistic and moderne 
interpretations which, prematurely exploited 
by the manufacturers, estranged the public 
taste. The

necessary experimentation has 
bilities of new ideas and materials, however, 
and ultimate success is inevitable if only 
through the painstaking trial and 
processes of evolution.

The world has emerged from that post- 
Victorian period when there was no good con- 
temporary design to turn to except the “adap- 
tations” of other designers, other ages—when 
people wroshipped antiques, and the ma- 
chines were made to cater to this desire as 
quality and authenticity were sacrificed. To- 
day these copies naturally are not in rhythm 
with the contemporary mode of living, its 
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DEFENSE OF MODERN 


efficiency and order, its intensely developed 
living spaces and its speed. 

The Twentieth Century is unique in at 
least one respect; it is the only period in 
history which has distrusted “modernism” in 
its contemporary art. When Queen Elizabeth 
wanted remodeling done, she did not have a 
Spanish patio nor an ancient Egyptian tomb 
copied. No! she ordered the work done in the 
then “modern” Tudor style. The Parthenon, 
it should be remembered, once was modern 
art, and so was Whistler’s “Mother” and Paul 
Revere’s silver. As a matter of fact, the only 
disturbing fact about Modern is that it is 
such an old word! 

There is one danger in the courage to be 
thoroughly modern: it is difficult to tell 
whether a style suits one’s personality, one’s 
taste or whether one is merely being “in 
If merely the latter, one is likely to 
be “stuck” with a houseful of “Mission” or 


style.” 


“Modernistic” after the fad is gone. 

People of taste know that Modern is hon- 
estly right, not merely “the fashion,” and that 
in fifty years it will not look absurd. This is 
Styles will 
course, and tastes be outmoded, but it will 


assurance enough. change, of 
not be bad any more than Colonial is bad. 
And the reasons are obvious. 

First of all, the style is so honestly machine- 
made. When machines first made articles 
copied from forms which artisans and crafts. 
men had labored long hours to produce, they 
represented spurious craftsmanship; _ steel 
furniture, for instance, had to be printed with 
a wood grain in order to look as much like 
wood as possible, and electric light fixtures had 
to have candleholders with plaster drippings!

NEW BOOKS 


VODERN FURNISHING AND DECORA. 
TION, by Derek Patmore, New York: The 
Studio Publications, Inc. $4.50. 


When an English author, who is also a 
first-rate interior decorator, produces a new 
book on decoration it is news, not only to 
the layman but also to the designer. Derek 
Patmore, whose work is international and 
who is known as well on this side of the 
Atlantic as he is at home, has just pub- 
lished through The Studio Publications a 
new book in which are included twenty-four 
color plates and thirty-two black and white 
photographs that are as satisfying to the eye 
as they are helpful in supplementing the 
highly interesting text. 

Mr. Patmore, who is just finishing a Lon- 
don house for Lord Jersey, has had the op- 
portunity to prove many of his points. He 
believes that almost everyone is now far 
more interested in sophisticated decoration 
than they were a few years ago. He finds 
greater appreciation for all decorative details. 
He hopes that with our growing familiarity 
with the Orient we will adopt their idea 
of including in each room one work of art. 
He even suggests how one may go about ac- 
quiring the works of art that are expressive 
of individual choice and personality. He also 
explains that one may rent a painting or 
a print if the purchase price makes it seem 
prohibitive. He believes that the one beau- 
tiful thing essential in every room may be a 
painting, a fine piece of pottery or silver, 
a good print or a rare textile. 

Color schemes to the average designer pre- 
sent less difficulty than the arrangement of 
furniture and accessories.

ing, and linoleum had to look like marble, 
stone or wood. Even automobiles had to look 
like buggies. The unfortunate thing. of 
course, about all this increditable effort was 
that none of the processes of imitation were 
quite as good as the originals. 

Victorian articles had only to be large, or- 
nate and expensive looking; there was no 
thought of the appropriateness of the decora- 
tion to the use of the article. Good modern 
design is not concerned with decoration, but 
with function, and essentially embodies our 
“changing mode of living.” When manufac- 
turers admitted designers into their factories, 
hewever, it was because sales were dropping 
off due to depression, and lack of advertising. 

Much that is called Modern, such as that 
which one sees in public places, is not Mod- 
ern but “Modernistic.” The distinction be- 
tween the two is that the modern interior is 
designed throughout to function, to be a place 
in which to live, and to have its beauty de- 
rived from this factor. It is never super- 
fluous in adornment, for utility in itself is 
beautiful. So are materials such as natural 
wood, unembellished metal and glass. It ‘s 
this circumstance which makes clients prefer 
even the Directoire, Chippendale or some 
other traditional adaptation combined with 
modern functionalism. In the modern bath- 
room and kitchen, functionalism is given full 
scope, but just now there remains a hesitancy 
to bring this functionalism per se into the liv- | 
ing room. Only “just now,” however; for 
every decorator whose client has arrived at a} 
liking for Modern has learned forever the fu- 
tility of the declaration, “I simply loathe-——” 

Although Modernism is design for the best’ 
use, there are many traditional forms which 
prejudice people against the contemporary 
style and make it appear at first to be unat- 
tractive merely because it is unfamiliar. A 
chair, for example, is designed for maximum 
comfort, and if it is two-legged it may look 
ugly because the eye, out of habit, demands 
visible support in back of the chair. Wood 
has always needed that support, but steel 
eliminates the necessity with its resiliency. 
Hence the popularity of the tubular metal 
chair. 

Natural wood and metal and glass are beaw

he had a vast experience in research aid in 
the study and building of paneled wood 
rooms, of handling and modeling in plaster 
and in the selection and use of all. materials 
contemporary to the designs.

all its completeness it was gradually di-coy. 
ered by an audience of surprised and inter. 
ested prospective clients. 

The premises from the beginning vere 
equipped throughout with products of the 
firm’s own factory, which included interior 
woodwork, all kinds of cabinet work and 
joinery, chair making, wood carving, sione 
and marble carving, painting, gilding, lacquer- 
ing, modeling and plaster work, mural puaint- 
ing, upholstery and leather work. No other 
firm heretofore had undertaken an ouput 
from its own work rooms covering so many 
branches of the field, and Mr. Lenygon per. 
sonally planned, criticized and took the re. 
sponsibility of supervision in every depart- 
ment, bringing to the occupation of home 
building a store of experience and knowledge. 

The West End of London was not an easy 
place in which to start such a personal busi- 
ness, even with a carefully selected and ade. 
quately equipped mansion to flaunt, and it 
was obvious that only the capable handling 
of prospective clients and the superior equip- 
ment in training for the solution of decora- 
tive problems could make success of the 
ambitious undertaking. The name was _ not 
yet well known, and people of rank had their 
interior designers handed down to them with 
their estates. However, in spite of all 
obstacles it did go and is still going. A 
Paris branch was soon opened, but it was 
discontinued just before the World War. 

The success of the firm of Lenygon, which 
eventually absorbed the two hundred year 
old upholstery and fabric house of Morant, 
was repeated in New York when Mr. Leny- 
gon came here to carry out important work 
for clients already familiar with his London 
houses. Perhaps no one individual has car- 
ried out decorative work for a greater num- 
ber of clients. The list reads like a com- 
bined Almanac de Gotha and New York 
Social Register. 

After meeting with such signal success in 
the original and creative work which the firm 
had been carrying on for some years, and to 
keep up in the public mind the same interest 
he felt in the work of interior design, Mr. 
Lenygon introduced many promotive ideas 
which are still calculated to bring results. 
He provided in succession the following col- 
lections of work not then as familiar as they

tiful, and the sincerity and honesty of ma- 
chine-made things that look machine-r ade 
and not imitative, appeals to everyone, [his 
sincerity is appealing in the same way as the 
dignity of Louis XVI, the quality of Chippen- 
dale and the simplicity of Colonial. The only 
quarrel is that examples in these types so 
often are inconsistently done: the difference 
between Modern and modernistic.” 

Decoration is antagonistic to Modern de- 
sign. Its beauty depends upon color and 
practicality. There is, however, a= middle 
ground which the average client will appreci- 
ate, and that is the designs in which the 
purely functional is tempered with the deco- 
rative. Design here, however, is not a super- 
imposed addition of decoration, but a type 
of decoration which is a part of and com- 
pletes the object. 

The beginning of the 20th Century saw de- 
signers in a mounting state of rebellion 
against the traditional styles of interior de- 
sign. America’s first designer creating in the 
Modern style was Louis Sullivan, an architect 
who was without honor in his own country 
and who was forced to develop abroad his 
ideas which burned for expression. In Eu- 
rope, in the Art Nouveau movement in France 
and the ornamental Arts and Crafts move- 
ment in England, designers were slowly but 
surely developing a new style which was soon, 
without benefit of archeology or research, to 
flower into the Modern style. 

Instead of a peasant class developing a 
picturesque style for its own pleasure, instead 
of the faltering patronage of court or church, 
America enjoys the cold but impartial patron- 
age of the business man and his machines. 
But for the first time since the inception of } 
the machine the people are in rhythm with it; 
they have a new realization of a full life, of 
recreation, work and beauty. Public taste 
consequently is improving and artists are re- 
ceiving their just financial recognition. It is 
only the beginning of a glorious page in his- 
tory, and America leads the way! We are liv- 
ing in a Renaissance of Art but are too much 
a part to realize its significance.

Styles are not created by man, bui the 
reverse rather is true! They come about 
by a march of events beyond our individual 
control. A government is welded together 
by reason of a march of events: it catches 
hold, prospers, reaches its peak of power and 
dies out. So it is also with styles. Change 
alone is the law of the world. 

Change creeps over us and in adjusting 
ourselves to new environments we change our 
actions and are moulded by time. — Forty 
years ago the streets of our big cities were 
full of horse-drawn cabs. There was a whole 
class of coachmen who have gone—gone for- 
ever. Their place has been taken by the 
taxi drivers of to-day. It does not take much 
stretch of imagination to compare the slow 
cabby of a generation ago with the taxi driver 
of to-day. They are not of one and _ the 
same genus. They have not simply changed 
places. One breed has died out; another 
has been created. 

New materials of construction have their 
origin in scarcity of established ones, im- 
provement, or the requirements of new usage. 
Slowly the human being in the construction 
field, for example, adopts himself to the 
new methods and materials. He gives up 
his hand shaping planes, his hand saw, his 
hand scraper, and moves on in spite of him- 
self into a new occupation with wrenches, 
mechanical gadgets, and electric power. 

It is this process of change beyond the 
power of the individual that changes styles. 

How ridiculous the professional “stylist” 
appears in such a light, and how trivial ap- 
pears the smart little piece of social bric- 
a-brack who presumes to create style out of 
his own head, be he called architect or in- 
terior designer. On the other hand how 
exasperatingly safe is the person who, with 
historically precise knowledge, clever sales- 
manship, and poise, substitutes taste for cre- 
ative ability and by shear force of person- 
ality contributes toward the death of in- 
vention. 

There is a path that might someday lead 
us into a common way of thinking. One of 
its aims would be to resist the temptation 
to dub this or that as “Colonial,” “Louis 
XV,” “Modern,” or any other classification.

A _ little 
time spent on contemplating what it is that 
has made a Fifteenth Century damask pleas- 
ing to many generations would be the next 
step. Perhaps a human equation would be 
unfolded; one that could be adapted to the 
qualities of machine production and to the 
new materials at our command. This proe- 
ess is applicable to all branches of endeavor, 
The craftsman addressing his material with 
new tools is led toward the new style.
